HIS MENTAL TRAITS. 

The yenerable Bishop was a man of no -ordi- 
mary ability. The powers which he showed in 
his New York pastorate in earlier years, and 
‘which caused him to be sought as Bishop of 
Michigan, and afterwards of IIlinois, were 
widened and ripened by the advancing years. 


Age did not wither him, nof custom stale bis 


infinite variety. The special knowledge of the 
ehurchman was supplemented in him by the ac- 
quirements of dhe man of the world. With him, 
general and special culture went hand in band. 
‘The classical attainments of his younger days 
remained ever green with him.

There was no ecclesiastical point 
which was not known to bim; no branch 
of canonical: law of the Episcopal 
or the Roman Church that was not at his finger’s 
‘ends.

where friends were always welcome, and where 
they loved to linger. a hard worker, 
eparing himself in nothing and knowing little 
rest, he took that care of himself which led 
bim to discharge his manifold duties at an age 
when most men are mustered out of the service.

HIS CREED. 

One of the most singular misconceptions un- 
der which he suffered was in relation to-“ .ous 
matters. Ihe Bishop knew no sect withia the 
Holy Catholic Church. whereof he was a mem- 
ber. He was neither High Church, Low Church, 
nor Broad Church. He acknowledged no 
such terms. To him there was but the 
Episcopal Church, a body governed by certain 
well-understood laws and well-defined usages. 
Within the covers of the Prayer-Book and the 
canonical law were contained the laws which 
were to govern him. He never overstepped 
them. And yet, while there was none who ever 
foliowed the law more rigidly, no oue could have 
been more persistently denounced for extraya- 
gant High Courchism and Ritualism. After all, 
there was nothing ritualstic about him,—not in 
the sense which the word is now made to con- 
He loved the rites and ceremonies of the 
Church, aud strove to have them carried out, for 
they were part of its usages. But he was as far 
removed from bell and mass and 
candle” as he was from the unadorned 
services of an independent meeting-house. He 
had no sympathy with St. Albans. and none with 
those who sought to strip the Church of those 
forms which had come down from the days of 
Cranner and Ridley. 

White-robed choristers are not ritualistic, In- 
toning uay be unpleasant, but it is not opposed 
to the aw of the Church. Bowing when the 
name of the SecondWerson of the Trinity. is 
pronounced is not an innovation. The love of 
the Bishop for his cathedral was not sign of 
Rit ualism. It was plain to his mind that a 
Bishop,should have a cathedral church, and he 
spent his own money freely to have one. It re- 
mains his legacy to the diocese he ruled so long. 

BUT, AS FOR RITUALISM, 

he had none of it. He rebuked his sub- 
ordinates, who seemed to lean that way 

uite as severely as he did the Low. 
Church Cheney, who went too far the other way, 
He followed the Scriptare method of * yer 
ing the offender iu private, and if that Aid not 
accomplish the purpose he resorted to the law. 
This he did in the Cheney case, and the courts 
have thus far sustained him. His position may 
not have been the politic, but it was the legal 
one. 

During the earlier years of hot antagoniem 
charges were made against him in regard to the 
OLD TRINI®Y CUBCH LOT, 
which was donated by Dr. Beers, and on 
which it was proposed to erect a cathe- 
dral and a Bishop’s residence. They were 
made in papers and in pamphlets. but he treated 
them with disdainful silence, deeming it beneath 
bim to answer charges which his life refuted. 
and they have passed into oblivion. Attacks 
upon him as a man he did not heed; when as- 
sailed as a Bishop he responded, as Judge Law- 

rence can testify. 
HIS OWN TRIALS. 

He was not only tréhbled by these retigions 
discords, but also the difficulties growing out of 
the poverty of the diocese. The salary promised 
bim was alweys behind band, and, though solemn- 
ly voted by every succeeding Diocesan Conven- 

on, wasnever paid. He did not need the money ; 
he expended on church purposes far more than 
it amounted to, but it was not proper that the 
Bishop should fail to receive what had been voted 
him. It was a slight on the office, and that 
touched him nearly. He was unable to obtain 
the monev required for educational 
for the salary of his presbyters. The latter were 
notoriously poorly paid outside of Chicago, and 
that grieved him. It wounded his pride to see 
the straits to which churches were brought, and 
not merely his pride,—his love fer the Church 
itself. There was no avarice in his composition, 
but he believed it the dutv of every church mem- 
ber to contribute plentifully of his substance in 
order that the church establishment might be 
maintained in that honor and dignity which were 
its due. 

REST N PEACE. 

But all these things are past now. The tur- 
moil and the strife are over. His long years of 
pastoral labor are at an end. Full of years, 
abounding iv good fruits, he bas been removed 
from the diocese which had grown to love him; 
from the House of Bishops, where he was a 
leader and a guide: from the circie of friends, 
by whom he was honored and cherished, to the 
company of Mead, and Chase, and Hopkins, and 
his illustrious colleagues and predecessors. He 
has been translated from the Church Militant to 
the Church Triumphant; from the battle and 
weariness of earth to the peace eternal—

THE DEAD BISHOP. 

The Rt. Rev. Henry Joh® Whitelonse, 
Bishop of the Diocese of Illinois, died at his res- 
idence, No. 445 West Washington street, at 9 
o'clock yesterday morning. He passed quietly 
and peacefully away, after an iluess of but five 
days, and his sudden demise will be deplored 
not only by his immediate friends, but the 
Episcopal Church generaliy—by High as well as 
Low Churchmen, since all admired his wonder- 
ful intellectual abilities, if their views regarding 
many points did notaccord with his. He labored 
with characteristic zealousness until the last, 
and his death is attributed to overwork. The 
cares of his own diocese, onerous enough for 
three or four ordinary men, would seem 
to have given him some leisure for other fields, 


since he had assumed the direction of the affairs 


of the Wisconsin Episcopate, which is still with- 
outa head. He returned thence last week, after 
preaching forty-one sermons in twenty-one days, 
and attending to other matters during the brief 
intervals between appointments, 

HIS DEATH. 

Wednesday afternoon he visited the law-oflice 
of his son, William T. Whitehouse, Esq., in 
Ashland Biock, aad when about returning home 
he fainted in his coupe. This was the 
first . evidence of failing. Upon reaching 
his residence he recovered, and took tea with his 
family as usual, appearing to be in good healta 
and spirits. Later in the evening, however, 
he had a relapse, and began sinking so rapidly 
that a physician was sent for. Thursday motn- 
ing he improved somewhat, and was calm, com- 
posed, and conscious. He continned in this con- 
dition until Friday, when a sudden change took 
piece, and his recovery was considered doubtful. 

K himself seemed apprehensive, but remarked 
that he thought he would be spared. 

Saturday morniug he fainted again; this was 
attributed to an effusion on the brain. e be- 
came worse rapidly, and it was believed that he 
could live but a few hours. He rallied again ko- 
ward dusk, and slept during the night. Sunday 
moruing his condition was critical, though some 
hope was still entertained by the phy- 
ielans that be | would survive. Iie 
improved a little as the day advanced, 
remaining thus until 6 o’cloc« in the evening, 
when he again began sinking, and seemed to 
realize that the end was near. He requested the 
members of his family to come to his bedside, 
and when they had gathered around him he said 
be was perfectly happy, and then bade each one 
good-by. Subsequently, in response to a ques- 
tion by Dr. Kelly, he indicated by a pressure 
of the band that he wished to partaxe of the 
sacrament. It was administered to lum by Dr. 
Kelly, Canon Koowles assisting, and the fam- 
ily participating. From this on the Bishop

people, who stigmatized them as unnecessary— 
as unfitted for a poor diocese like Illinois, as 
dictated on his part simply by a desire for pomp 
and display.

der his general charge, grew to be one of the 
most flourishing of its kind in the city. 
Bishop Whitehouse would tolerate 
NO LATITUDINARIAN TENDENCIES, 
and any violations of the canons of the Church 
were sure to be followed by the arraignment of 
the offender before an ecclesiastical council. 
He was 60 implacable in this respect that he was 
alwivs at war with some rector, and this fact 
contributed much toward making his Bishopric 
an vueaceessful one. Harmony has not pre- 
vailed in the diocese for mauy years. His Arat 
trouble was with the 
THE REV. MR. CRACROFT, 
of the Ohio Diocese, who took charge of an 
Episcopal Chureh at Galesburg, in this State. 
This became a clear violation of the canons 
when, after the oxpiration of six months, the 
Rector neglected to send his letters of dismission 
from the Ohio Dioeese to Bishop Whitehouse for 
recognition. The eonduct of Mr. Cracraft was 
aggravated by his preaching in the 
— * Of the Rev. Edward Beecher 
(Congregational) without his casonicals, and 
the Bishop remonstrated with him. He replied 
that he owea no allegiance to the Bishop of 
Illinois, but was responsible to Bishop Mellvain, 
of Ohio. Bishop Whitehouse acquainted the 
latter with the facta, and Mr. Cracraft was tried, 
and acquitted, but subsequently united with the 
Congregationalists. This controversy lasted a 
long time, and provoked almost as much dis- 
cussion as the Cheney matter of a more recent 
date. It will be remembered that tbe 
REV. CHARLES EDWARD CHENEY, 
Rector of Christ Church in this city, neglected to 
use the words ‘* regeneration” and ‘“ regen- 
erate” wherever they in the Sacrament 
of Infant Baptism, and for this alteration in the 
Book of Common Prayer he was arraigned be- 
fore an ecclesiastical eourt at the instance of 


the Bishop. His trial began on the 
224 of July, 1868, and, after pro- 
gressing two days, the proceedings 


were interrupted by au injunction granted by 
Judge Jameson upon the application of the at- 
torneys of Mr. Cheney. By tha decision of 
the Court the Council was enjoined from further 


action, and the trial came a sud- 
den but temporary conclusion. An ap- 
peal was taken to the Supreme 


court, and ‘the indgement of the inferior tribunal 
was reversed. ‘The Ecclesiastical Council again 
conveved, and, after a protracted session, found 
Mr. Cheney guilty, and sentenced bim to depo- 
sition from the ministry unless he apolo- 
gized to the Bishop and promised to use 
the (to him) objectionable words, He refased 
to do so, and the verdict was certified to by the 
Bishop, and became irrevocable. Subsequently 
proceedings were commenced in the civil courts 
for the recovery of the Christ Church property, 
and that suit isnow pending. Ite status will 
not be affected by the death of Bishop White- 
house, but, in case of an adverse decision, the 
matter of appeal will rest with his successor. 
Prior to the election of the Rey. George B. 
Cummins as Assistant Bishop of Kentucky, he 
was rector of Trinity Church on Chicago, and 
during bis residence here was not in the best of 


terme with the Bishop.” Not very long 
after his call to Kentucky he bacame in- 
volved in ecclesiastical troubles in this 


diocese, and expressed himself concerning them 
ublicly, in a manner which greatly irritatéd 
tishop Whitehouse, whe considered the course of 
Dr. Cummins an inteson of the rights and 
prerogatives of the mebor of Illinois. The final 
result of this was ‘hst "ron Dr. Cummins’ return 
to this city ter . visit, and in attempting 
to preach vithin its confines, the Bishop sent 
him a letter requesting him not to do anything 
of the kind, on the ground of his unwarrantable 
interference with the religious affairs of a di- 
ocese with which he was no longer connected. 

N THE SUCCERSION, 

An attempt to predict the effect of the death 
of Bishop Whitehouse upon the diccese would 
at this time, of course, be futile. There laa 
been much discussion recently about dividing 
the State into three Episcopates, with Bishops at 
Chicago, Peoria, and Springfield. and it is prob- 
able that the next General Convention will 
mas such s division. The Diocesan Con- 
vention, which meets in September, may, 
however, elect his successor, who wonld be 
Bishop of Ulinois until the segregation, and eu- 
titled to select his place of residence. The only 
person whose name has yet been mentioned in 
connection with the Bishopric is Bishop Clark-

A SINGULAR MEMORIALIST. 


What Little Chips”? Had to Say to 
the Duchess of Hdinburg. 

In the London Zines of tie 19th ultimo is 
the following: 

‘*Yosterday a man having the appearance of 
an artisan, and who represented himself to be 
a shipwright, residing at Uxbrde®, made nis 
way to Windsor Castle, and firkt accosted one of 
the sentries, informing bim that he desired to 
forward a letter to the Duchess of Edinburg. 
He was referred to the ollicer of the guard, and 
thence to the commanding officer at the bar- 
racks, who sent him te the borough magistrate. 
Finally be found himself with Mr. Hayes, the 
Chief Superintendent of Police, who, after list- 
ening to his tale, considered that he was ole of 
those eccentric persons who are frequently en- 
deavoring to obtam interviews with members of 
the Royal family, advised him to return to Ux- 
bridge, and kindly paid his fare. It appeared 
that the man was anxious to present the faliow- 
ing letter to the Duchess of Edinburg, relat- 
ing to the court-martial on Admiral Randolph, 
who was honorabiy acquitted om Saturday: ‘To 
Her Roya] Highivess Marie, Duchess of Edin- 
burg. IIlustrious Lady—Maybap you will par- 
don an humble shipwright, who this day dares 
call your attention to a court-martial being held 
at Piymouth during the last two days on a gen- 
erous, circumspect, and distinguisbed Admiral, 
in which another gallant young officer, Capt. 
Adeane, ex-(ialatea and Narcissus, is implicated. 
In the year 1869 the Russian corvette—if I re- 
member distinctly—Demmuitz Denzskoy, went on 
shore, and was compelled to put into Simon's 
Bay, disabled. At that time Commodore Rau- 
dolph unshipped her guns and stores, which 
were stored in Her Majesty's dockvard, while 
she was drawn up ou the patent slip, amid ex- 
treme <iificulty and danger, for examination and 
repair, at the sole risk of the aforesaid officer, 
who declared to the Russian Captain that, should 
she become a wreck, be would replace her to 
your great father with ano ship. Hamble 
as I am, having traveled, , and suffered, I 
am the man known as 1 Chips,’ who was 
ordered to ‘jump up on her side and see what 
she is made She was then thoroaghly re- 
paired, and Munched with more difficulty than 
she was drawn up, thoneh the ship bars esnap- 
ped again and again as carrots. To eudeavor to 

icture an idea of the risk attached to that 
aunch, another British shipwright, your humble 
servant, with six strongest men of the Russian 
crew, brought two screws under her forefoot, 
while the rest of her men rushed fore and aft 
her decks in order to shake her, while others 
used a balk of timber as a ram on her bow. 
The position in which Admiral Randolph is now 
placed must be my salient apology for thus dar- 
ing to address you as the daughter of All the 
Russias, and through you, I trust, my beloved 
sovereigh lady. I have the honor, &., Peter 
Gribbin, ex-Woolwich and Portemouth Dock- 
yards and ships Pearl and Barrossa. Address, if

NEW JOURNALISTIC ENTERPRISES. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago V’ribune. 

Quincy, III., Aug. 10.—Negotiations are in 
progress for the establishment of a new daily 
Democratic paper in this city. It is rumored 
that ex-Senator Richardson is to have the edi- 
torial management of the concern, and that 
Gen. Singleton is to furnish the capital for the 
enterprise. If it gets started, which is doubtful, 
the paper will, of course, become the organ of 
the repudiating wing of the Demécratic party. 

The first number of a German evening daily, 
to be called the Western fress, will be 
issued to-morrow. This paper is to serve 
as the organ of Mayor Rearick, and bas been 
started in opposition to the Quincy Triune, the 
organ paper which did not play such ‘tunes as 
pleased the Mayor's ears. The Whig has re- 
cently bad some slashing articles in criticism 
of the Mayor and the city authorities, and some 
of these the Tribune had the audacity to repub- 
lish. for the benetit of its German readers. The 
Mayor accordingly succeeded in interesting 
several — 8 men in the 4 * of anew 
paper, which is to be operated as his special 
organ. His Honor also has aspirations for the 
State Senate, which his organ is, of course, ex- 
pected tc support.

Caricatures of the French-German 
War. 

London Correspondence af the New York Tribune, 

A remarkable collection of caricatures of the 
French and German war of 1870 is on sale by 
Mr. Bain, the bookkeeper in the Haymarket. It 
is the fourth of the kind, and will be the last: 
The materiais for a fifth could not, probably, be 
got together. This comprises, firstly, seven vol- 
‘umes, imperial folio, containing about 1,500 cari- 
cature prints, mostly colored, isehed during the 
war and the Commune. The phuts have been 
mounted and classified. There are 230 relating 
to the ontbreak of the war, the subjects of 
which are Napoleon III. and ti Empress, to- 
+ gether with Olivier, Schneider, Palikao, Lebeeuf, 
aud other domestics, as Rochefort would say. 
Then come two volumes on the siege, pictures of 
ite military and evory-day life, fabcy portraits of 
Trochu, Gambetta, Thiers, etc.; three on the 
Commune, with broadsides, carieatures of the 
Prussians, portraits of the Communists, pic- 
tures Of the destruction of the Tuilleries aud 
other buildings; and then one volume of Ger- 
man caricatures. Next we have 1 Eclipse,in 4 
vols., royal folio, with all the suppressed num- 
bers: Le Grelot, with 90 3 illustrations; 
Le Sifflet et Le Scie, with 79; Kladderadatsch, 
1869 to 1872; Le Pere Duchene; h complete set 
of Rochefort’s Lanierne, in 8 vols, and of La 
Cloche, its unequal successor, in 7 vols.; and 
finally a number of less rare, but taluable books, 
relating to the siege and the Commune. In all, 
there are 39 vols., uniform m half red morocco. 
This collection is said to be not lets full than the

| which is in the possession of Prince Bismarck,

THE LATE BISHOP WHITEHOUSE. 

The death of the Rt.-Rev. Henry J. White- 
house, Protestant Episcopal Biehop of Lilinois, 
is a serious event in the history of the Church 
in this country. Bishop Whitchouse was a 
endowments and an ac- 
complished scholar. To these advantages were 
added in him great logical power, strong perse- 
verance and determination, and untiring energy. 
As a priest, he was able, accomplished, and in- 
defatigable ; as an executive officer, he was dis- 
tinguished for the energy he displayed in the 
administration of his Episcopal Government. 
Bishop Whitehouse was a firm believer in 
Episcopal suthority, and never failed to assert 
that authority whenever opposed ar resisted, no 
matter where, by whom, or under what circum- 
stances. He admitted no relaxation of the dis 
cipline of the Church, nor would he, by silence 
or otherwise, tolerate it. In his own office he 
maintained the dignity of a Bishop as but few 
could do so well. He was faithful and rigid 
in the performance of bis own duties, 
and exacted the same from others. 
pacy has not been without its trials. His con- 
troversies with clergymen have been frequent; 
aud while, in these ooutroversies, he was always 
able, skillful, prompt, learned, and perhaps 
right, he was at the same time unyielding 
and uncompromising. 
controversies was with the 
Christ Church, the Rev.

Church. That matter, after passing through 
the ecclesiastical courts, passed into the civil 
courtson questions of property, and is still 
pending there.

Bishop Whitehouse was, we suppose, the 
recognized leader of what is popularly called the 
High Church body in the United States. Though 
unostentatious personally, he strongly main- 
tained the sanctity of ordination and of the 
priestly office. He was every inch aBishop. He 
claimed for the office, and for the service of the 
Church, ail the dignity and honor due to those 
appointed to do God's work and constitute God's 
Church. He maintained that the Church of 
which he was a prelate was the Catholic Church 
founded by Christ;“and from which that of Rome 
had fallen away. His position as a High Church- 
man was ratiier known and felt than expressed 
or defined. No question of Ritualism having 
arisen in this diocese at all, and no question of 
doctrine except in the Cheney case, there was 
no occasion for any public presentation of his 
views on this important subject. He was not a 
man to express Episcopal opinions and judg- 
ments except when demanded by bis official duty.

‘That 
successor will be embarragsed by the eminence 
and ability of his predecessor, for there are but 
few men in the Church, or in any branch of pub- 
lic life, who are recognized as possessing the in- 
tellectual powers and forces that distinguished 
Bishop Whitehouse, of IIlinois. 
PLATONIC LOVE. 
The graphic narrative from ‘‘ Gath” of the 
facts which he gathered relative to the Beecher 
scandal, during his two days’ visifto Mr. Moulton 
and Theodore Tilton, while it throws a flood of 
light on mavy things that have heretofore ap- 
peared mysterious, brings out one fact with 
startling prominence, that is, the dangers which 
lurk about that sentimental form of affection 
known as Platonic love. The whole duft of the 
testimony in this case, the statements of Mr, 
Beecher and Mr. Tilton, the incongruous and 
conflicting testimony of Mrs. Tilton, and the 
letters and documents which have thus far beea 
published, tend to show that the attach- 
ment between Mr. Beecher and Mre. Tilton, 
when it first commenced, was one of sentiment, 
and as Platonic as even Plato himself might 
have taught in any of his symposiums. It is 
possible it might have remained so had the con- 
ditions been favorable,—that is, bad Mr. Beecher 
and Mrs. Tilton ‘been persons of equal strength 
of mind and of equal purity of purpose. Both 
are sentimental in their ideas, and poetical if not 
rhapsodical by nature ; but beyond this they are 
unlike in chamacter. Mr. Beecher is a man built 
ina strong mold; strong in physique ; strong 
in inteilect * Strong in the power to fascinate 
others by the magnetism of his pres- 
‘ence; a man entitled to be called a 
genius, if any man in the American 
pulpit can be called such. Mrs. Tilton, on the 
other band, has shown by her testimony, and 
even by the letters written to her husband, that 
she ts a weak, foolish woman, whose reason is 
subservient to her emotions, whose head is gov- 
ernéd by her heart. As Mr. Tilton and Mr. 
Beecher are men of similar tastes and purposes, 
although the former has the manly frankness 
and boldness of youth, and the other the cau- 
tion and evasion of age, the opportunities for 
interviews between Mr. Beecher and Mrs. Tilton 
were well nigh unlimited. Circumstances were 
favorable for the consummation of this intimacy. 
Mr. Beecher is a religious teacher of cousummate 
power and eloquence, and Mrs, Tilton is by nature 
a deeply religious person. Mr. Beecher is an 
eminently literary mau, and Mrs. Tilton is a lover 
of literature. The Platonic attachment, there- 
fore, fed and thrived upon religion and 
literature. Like any ‘strongly-religious and 
weakly-grounded woman, she idealized Mr. 
Beecher. He gradually grew in her imagination 
to be a saint who could dono harm. If she ever 
bad a seruple, he could speedily remove it by the 
assurance that no wrong could be done updér the 
cloak of religion. He ministered to her literary 
pride by reading to her and consulting with her 
upon ‘‘Norwood,” and the “Life of Christ,” 
and other maiter he was preparing for 
the press; and “The Life of Cbrist” 
was subsequently made 8 * convenient 
vehicle for the forwarding of appointments 
when Mr. Tilton was away. Thus, whether Mr. 
Beecher started out with an evil purpose or not, 
the Platonie friendship carried these two along 
untti Mrs. Tilton wished that Heaven back 
made her such aman.” Having reached this 
point, it was easy enough for her to believe that 
Heaven had done this for her, and the strong 
mind, more and more influencing the weak one, 
the catastrophe may have come unawares. 
In nine cases out of ten, the catastrophe over- 
takes Platonic friendships, especially between 
married people, or between a married person on 
the one hand and a single person on the 
other. It is doubtful whether even the Pla- 
tonic loves of Dante and Beatrice, or Pe- 
trarch and Laura, if all the facts were 
known, and they were stripped of the glamor 
which poetry has woven about them, would stand 
the test of strict morality. So long as love is a 
physiological emotion, so long must Platonic 
love sooner or later be rudely shattered, and 
leave its victims fluttering in the dirt with bro- 
ken wings. This is the inevitable experience of 
the world, and the sooner the delusion is broken 
up the better will it be for those who have senti- 
ment in their composition, and are disposed to 
give it play for the purpose of realizing the 
dogmas of Plato. There may be rare and gifted 
souls who may have a sentiment for each other 
perfectly pure and innocent, but these affinities 
have no business in a family. They do not con- 
sort with the cares, the labors, and the duties 
of a home. They may be pretty in 
theory and beautiful in poetry and romance, 
but they are destructive in practice. The only 
affinities that are safe are the affinities between 
husband and wife, or husband and wife to be; 
and any man or woman who thinks he or she can 
indulge safely in an affinity based on sentiment 
alone may read a very valuable lesson in the 
shattered home of Livingston street, the long 
catalogue of miseries growing out of it, and the 
insidious influences which must result from it 
for a jong time to come. The young woman or 
married woman who finds herself besieged by a 
Plato, especially a white-cravatted one, had better 
betake herself to the wash-tub, or some other 
form of labor not conducive to sentiment, if she 
wishes to be safe. 95

A 
prominent educator of this State bas suggested 
to us that our defective systems of education 
ha vo much to do with this result. In the cities 
teaching has been systematized. The teachers 
are in their places from year to year, and the 
taught go from grade to grade, grasping with 
each advance a new link in tho chain of progres- 
sive, thorough education, In the country the 
case is wholly different. There is usually a new 
teacher with each year or term. Each knows 
nothing of the system pursued by his or her im- 
mediate predecessor. Instead of pursuing the 
profession as a life-work, the country pedagogue 
usually regards it only as means of support 
during the time when he is preparing for some- 
thing else. The scholars catch the feeling of 
their teachers. School is to them an intermission 
from agricultural work, not the main business 
of the year. Moreover, two causes are con- 
stantly at work denuding the country of the men 
best fitted to lead it. The promising young men 
and women go to the cities, lured by the higher 
wages and the greater chances of amusement, 
The richer farmers drift into the cities, too. 
The subtraction of these two classes cannot but 
be heavily felt. Its bad effect on politics has 
been evident for many years in the inferiority 
which prevails, as a rule, though with many hon- 
orable exceptions, among the members of the 
Legislature elected from the — — as 
compared with those who represent the cities. 
This absorption of the best talent of the 
country by the cities is inevitable. Where the. 
prises are largest, the competition will be 
greatest. But the system or non-system of ed- 
ucation in the country is susceptible of great im- 
provement, Thoroughness can be given to it. 
Higher salaries will secure good teachers. A 
little elementary training in political science 
could be readily introduced. It is abeurd to ed- 
ucate children for the professed purpose of 
making them valuable citizens, and then omit 
from their studies the very branches which a 
citizen needs to know. If careful attention is 
devoted to these and similar points, the standard 
of rural education may be very greatly raised, 
and political parties which derive their main 
strength from the country would not fall into 
fallacies that a fifteen-year old boy ought to be 
able to detect. 


THE PEACE OF EUROPE. 

Lord Dunfany published a work recently on 
the future allies of England, in which he re- 
marks on the peace of Europe, and on the policy 
which should govern England at present in her 
choice of friends among the nations. Taking a 
survey of the map of Europe, he thinks that, on 
the whole, there are more chances that the peace 
of Europe shall be preserved for a long time to 
come than thatit shall be broken. By a happy 
combination of circumstances, he observes there 
are, so faras appearances ean be at all trusted, 
four great powers whose interests dictate that 
they should make common cause for the preser- 
vation of peace and the Welfare of Europe. And 
first of the anti-peace elements. There 
is Russia in the East, stretching from 
the Arctic Ocean to the Black Sea, gathering all 
her strength to accomplish that which he be- 
lieves to be her manifest destiny, viz., the con- 
trol of India. Russia, therefore, cannot be con- 
sidered a conservative element in European 
politics. It is evena disturbing element. To 
the west is France, which, up to 1870, was con- 
sidered the arbiter of Europe, another disturb - 
ing element, France, it is well kaown, con- 
templates a war of retribution upon Germany. 
Between these two disturbing forces lie the 
German Empire and Austria. Their geographi- 
cal position, their political relations, and their 
own best interests, constitute them the conserva- 
tors of the peace of the Continent. Each has a 
vigilant, jealous, and ambitious neighbor ready to 
seize the first favorable opportunity for attack. 
Russia is no friend of Germany, and, that it 
did not avail itself of its chance in 1870 to pounce 
upon Prussia, affords no guarantee for the future. 
Till within a very recent time Russia has been 

on bad terms with France, and it was not its in- 
terest to help France become almighty ia the 
affairs of Europe, which it would have been 
doing had it sided with her in that bloody strug- 
gle. When the war between Prussia and France 
broke out, Russia, no more than any other coun- 
try in Europe, knew anything of the secret 
power of Germany or of the real weak- 
ness of France. Besides, the personal 
influence of Alexander, who is disposed 
towards maintaining peace, was thrown agains. 
Russia's participation in the war. It is gener- 
ally believed, however, that the peage policy of 
Russia would cease with the life of the Em- 
peror; and it is not certain that it shall not end 
before that event. Germany, Lord Dunfany 
thinks, in spite of all that is said to the con- 
trary, is anxious for peace. Threatened by 
Rassia on the one hand aod by Fiance on the 
other, it is hardly reasonable to suppose other- 
wise. She is the first of the great powers whose 
interest it is to counteract the warlike ten- 
dencies of Russia and France. Austria is the sec- 
ond.

Which is the greater error 
of the two, it might be hard to determine; but, 
so far as the security of society is concerned, it 
would be maintained better by over-severity than 
by over-tenderness.

Wherever it has been at all possible for 
them to bring in a verdict of acquittal, they have 
not failed to do so. A new theory has been de- 
vised, the tendency of which is to exculpate 
criminals altogether;
